STARVING TROOPS 
OF TURK ARMY 
IN WILD FLIGHT 


Famishing Swarms Retreat in 
Disorganized Mass to 
Constantinople. 


CLAW EACH OTHER FOR FOOD 


Wounded Soldiers from Tchatalja 
Seek Refuge in Capital as Bul- 
gars Push Advantage. 


CHOLERA THREATENS BOTH CAMPS 


PARIS, Nov. 11.—Jean Rodes, a staff corre- 
spondent of the Temps, Who has reached 
Constantinople from the war tone, sends a 
vivid picture of the misery of the Turkish 
soldiers and the disorganization of the Turk- 
ish army. 

We have witnessed the fallure of the 
Turk as a soldier,“ says Rode. We have 
seen hin? dying of hunger, worn out by fa- 
tigue, wrecked by suffering, and running 
away after having abandonéd his place in the 
combat. 

have never seen a more poignant picture 
of human distress than that presented by 
these unhappy men, thrown into one of the 
most terrible wars in history without food, 
without medical attention, almost without 
chiefs, almost without arms. At Seidler I 
saw a soldier whose right hand had been sev- 
ered hold out to us, begging for medical help, 
the bleeding stump around which he had tied 
a plece of twine. 

„ saw long lines of femished men who 
came to our teht begging for a crumb of 
bread and staggering away without a mur- 
mur of complaint when told that we had none 
to give. I saw a thousand wounded leaving a 
trail of blood as they dragged themselves to- 
ward Tchoriu. I Saw hundreds of others fall 
by the wayside dying from wounds and fa- 
tigue. 

Soldiers Fight for Food. 

“At Tchorlu a column of soldiers, terrible 
ih appearance, staggered through the streets 
in a driving rain and wind storm. No one 
paid any attention to them. They had fio 
shelter, nothing to eat. From a near-by 
bakery an officer threw out handfuls of 
bread and the soldiers fought for the loa ves. 
More than half of them got nothing, and 
turned away, ragged, pallid, and weak. 

“All the houses were closed. Practically 
all the population had flied, and those who 
remained barricaded themselves within, 
trembling with fear. The soldiers knocked 
vainly at the barred doors. 

“Groups shivering in the cold tried the 
doors of stables to seek refuge; even the 
stables remained inhospitable. Refugees 
smashed their way into shops and devoured 
all they found, including raw vegetables and 
candles, and sucked at pieces ot greasy wood. 


Calls It Image of Inferno. 

„ never saw such an image of inferno. 

One of the most miserable of the wanderers 
bucceeded in getting into a house where we 
Were staying, drenched to the skin and teeth 
thattering. Take all my money; take my 
elothing, if you will,’ he cried, but I beg of 
you to give me some bread.’ 
1 questioned him. He said he came from 
Asia Minor and had not eaten for eight days. 
I gave him a slice of bread and a chocolate 
tablet, and he went away to join the remnants 
of the retreating army, of which this was the 
end. 

“Thus did the Turkish soldier appear to 
me. He seemed to have no understanding of 
the great drama in which he was participat- 
ing, but his infinite misery and bis horrible 
animal distress were enough to break one’s 
heart. 

“I do not know whether the accusations of 
4 massacre are exact, but so far as I have 
observed, I can affirm that not only have the 
Turks committed no excesses but I believe 
that no army in the world under such fright- 
ful circumstances would have been more 


moderate, more docile.” 


Quarter of Million Starving. 
LONDON, Nov. 12, 3a. m.—The Daily News 
Constantinople correspondent says. there 
seems to be a quarter of a million people 
dying from starvation outside the city walls, 
which soon will be surrounded by a pestilence 
stricken, famished horde. Even now the peo- 
ple are fighting with soldiers for handfuls of 
grain. Every effort is being made to trans- 
port the refugees to Anatolia, which only 
means averting a ghastly catastrophe. 
German officers report that the troops are 
deserting because of hunger and that men 
are dying of starvation in the trenches. 


TCHATALJA ATTACK BEGUN. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 11., 10 p. . 
The Bulgarians began an attack on the 
Turkish advanced positions along the Tcha- 
talja line yesterday afternoon. The fighting 
continued throughout today. 

From the number of wounded arriving in 
Constantinople the Turkish troops appear to 
be Offering fierce resistance. 

“The number of wounded reaching the cap- 
ital is increasing to such an extent that the 
war office has decided to send contingents 
to Brusa, in Asia Minor. 


Use Warehouses as 

Every possible accommodation in the capi- 
tal is being utilized for the care of the wounéd- 
ed. Several warehouses, a wing of the bart 
racks, and other buildings have been trans- 
tormed into hospitals, and two large hospitals 
in the suburb of Kadikeul were opened today.

PAY DAYS BRING TROUBLE 


Joseph Girsch, who lives at 4520 South 
Paulina street, was sentenced yesterday to 
an indefinite period of idleness by Judge New- 
comer. The terms of Judge Newcomer's de-

SAYS ROOSEVELT 


Colonel Declares Diogrialitve 
Party Is in Field to Keep 
Up Battle. 


PLEASED WITH RECORD. 


New York, Nov. 11.— Theodore Roosevelt 
made a formal statement tonight bearing 
upon the election and the future of the Pro- 
gressive party.

Text of the Statement. 

Following is the text of the statement:

However, among the foes 
of segregation who have been appearing bo- 
fore the committee, there were those Who 
prophesied that their battle had been lost.

Note to Mike de Pike Produced. 

The committee of fifteen, through its atter 
ney, Car) Waldron, furnished a sensation 
climax to the last of the hearing Mr. 
Waldron produced a promissory note to sub- 
stantiate the charges made by various re- 
formers that Louis M. Quitman, secretary 
of the Chicago Protective League for Wom- 
en, is being backed by levee charactersin his 
fight for vice segregation. The note pur 
ported to be signed by Quitman and was 
made in favor of Michael (Mide the Pike) 
Heitler, notorious resort keeper. It bound 
the signer to pay Heitler $100 ninety days 
after date. It was dated Dec. 21, 1910. 

George Popham, lawyer for Quitman, tried 
without success to prevent the exposé from 
reaching the floor of the council chamber. 
The speech by Waldron in displaying the 
document was received with cheers from 
representatives of reform associations and 
other anti-segregation champions whe 
thronged the room. 

Popham demanded that his client be per 
mitted to give the committee evidence to 
prove the charges unfounded and was told 
by Chairman Emerson that he could offer 
any evidence he had to controvert the 
charges. 

All my client cares to say now Is that the 
note is a forgery,” he said. 


Climax to Day’s Hearing.

FEAR ‘A MASSACRE 


Terrified Levantines Flee as 
Turk Battleship p Greets 
Bulgar Army. 


BATTLE STILL IN DOUBT. 
First Conflict of Balkan War Be- 
tween Land and Sea Forces 
of Opposing Countries. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Nov. 12, 3 a. m—The Daily 


Chronicle this morning, prints a dispatch. 


from: the towrf of Rodosto, dated midnight 
on Nov. 10. The digpatch says: 

“A severe engagement for the possession 
of this town has taken place. Today the 
issue is not yet decided. It is remarkable as 
being the firat sea and land fight of the pres- 
ent war. 

“ The enemy pS ems the hills to the north- 
west of the town with a large force, which 
was hurled with the customary intrepidity 
against the Turkish infantry which was bar- 
ring the approach in that way. 


. Panic Among Terrified Levantines. 

“When the guns of the battleship Mussu- 
diyes, which arrived off the port last night, 
opened fire with a terrific roar it caused 
an indescribable panic among the Greek and 


Armenian members of the population, who 


thought thet this was a precursor of a gen- 
eral attack and a massacre. The majority 
of the Greeks and Armenians fled for shelter 
in the consulates, which were immediately 
swamped with gestlculating head men, 
weeping women, and howling child 

“The authorities did their best to aa the 
panic, pointing out that there was no danger 
from the battleship firing at the enemy, who 
were a long way off and not at the town. 

But these efforts had little effect and 
every time the battleship fired a broadside 
the houses were shaken to their foundations 
and the wild babel of sounds from thousands 
of terrified Levantines broke out afresh. 
As soon as the rattle of the rifle fire was 
heard it brought fresh terror to the unhappy 
citizens. 


Bulgars. Close to Rodosto, 

“The Turkish troops that defended were 
ranged in a long thin line right around the 
town and could offer no long resistance. The 
fighting lasted the entire efternoon, the 
enemy steadily approaching until their bul- 
lets were whistling over the houses, causing 
the entire population to take,to the cellars. 
Every one was scared lest the Bulgarians 
dombard the houses. 

“But Sunday afternoon, either because 
they were in need of strength or because they 
had no artillery, the Bulgarians did not press 
the attack and when night fell they were 
encircling the doomed port with an ever 
thickening ring of bayonets, while the feeble 
and dispirited Turkish garrison was stil] in 
possession of the almost undefensible outer 
works. 

„The correspondents are now cut off from 
Constantinople, as the Bulgarians hold the 
roads and they fear being captured. 

When the French steamer Mampra ap- 
peared it was immediately invaded by thou- 
sands of refugees, hundreds of whom were 
compulsorily refused admission on board. 

“The correapondents managed to get 
places after a free fight in the gangway and 
returned to Constantinople.” 


“BTORMING OF PRILOP. 

“LONDON, Nov. 11—Am eyewitness account 
of the storming of Prilop comes from the 
Daily Telegraph's correspondent at Usk

SEALS DOOM OF TURK CAPITAL. 

PARIS, Nov. 11.—A graphic description of 
the storming by the Bulgarians of the two 
Turkish forts at Kartaltepe and Papaztepe, 
in the outer line of fortifications around 
Adrianople, is forwarded by a correspondent 
of the Matin. He declares that their cap- 
ture seals the doom of the Turkish strong- 
hold. 

The operations began at daybreak on 
Thursday. Following their usual brilliantly 
successful tactics, the Bulgarian infantry 
advanced in the direction of the forts under 
cover of a murderous fire pf shrapnel. The 
Turkish troops, in their turn, sallied out from 
the forts to deliver a counter attack. 

The accurate fire of the Bulgarians’ big 
guns began to tell at 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, when the gins in the fort on Mount Karel 
began to slacken in their reply. The fort 
nad been swept by a heavy storm of shelis 
for several hours. The silent Turkish in- 
fantry had meanwhile resisted stubbornly 
the Bulgarian advance, but their lines grad- 
ually began to waver. 

Suddenly the command “ Fix bayonets” 
rang out from the Bulgarian officers, and 


then cheering wildly, the Bulgarian infantry 
dashed forward and the Turks broke and 
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ran toward the city. At about noon the Bul- 
garian colors fluttered up over the fort of 
Kartaltepe, but Papaztepe still held out. 

Nightfall found the Turks and Bulgarians 
still fighting. 

The searchlights were extinguished at 
about 11 o’clock and the Bulgarian infantry 
began to storm the fort at the point of the 
bayonet. Shortly before midnight they had 
become masters of the position and the Turks 


were in flight. They left their dead and dythg |

Shows an Error. 


NO CHANGE IN RESULTS. 


Ashton’s Fight for Senate Made a 
Close Race. 


Theodore Roosevelt’s plurality in Chicago 
and Cook eounty was reduced by nearty 2,000 
votes yesterday when an error was found in 
the tabulation of police returns from the 
Twenty-seventh and Twenty-ninth wards. 
The discrepancy increases Gov. Wilson's 
plurality in the state by an equal amount. 

The mistake occurred in footing the total. 
Roosevelt's vote was made nearty 7,000 more 
then it should have been, while Wilson's wae 
increaged nearly 56,000. Taft and Dete also 
were credited with more votes than they got, 
Mr. Taft by more than 2,500 and Mr. Debs by 
more than 8,600. The corrections show Debs 
berely passed the 50,000 mark in Chicago. 


Revised Figures Here. 

Revised totals for the various candidates 
for the preaidency in the city are: 

Roosevelt, 143,568; Wilson, 119,518; Tat, 
68,374; Debs, 50,060; Chafin, 2,721. 

The changes make Roosevelt's plurality in 
the city 24,045 and in Cook county, including 
the city, 35,825. 

Excepting the discrepancy in the presiden- 
tial vote, only slight changes were brought 
out by the official canvass. Dr. E. F. Napier- 
alski, Progressive candidate for coroner, cut 
into the lead of Dennis J. Egan, Democratic 
candidate. Coroner Hoffman maintained his 
lead over both. 


McCormick Holds Lead. 

The advantage of A. A. McCormick, candi- 
date for presidency of the county board, over 
Peter Bartsen was unchanged. Interest de- 
veloped in the race of Jackson, Ostrom, and 
Ashton, candidates for the legislature from 
the Third senatorial district. Changesin the 
count brought them within 150 votes of one 
another. Ashton still leads. The official 
court also put Malato, running for Municipal 
judge, fifty votes nearer Judge Gemmill. 

Voting machine computations caused dis- 
crepancies in several election precincts, ac- 
cording to admissions made by judges and 
clerks to Commissioner Czarnecki. Election 
officials of three precincts were summoned to 
explain errors in the tabulations.

SECRET CONFERENCES ADD 


TO BAPTIST CHURCH STORM. 


Opponents of the Rev. Ingram E. Bill 


of North Shore Point to Sunday School 
Bulletin as Justification. 


Secret conferences, mysteridus meetings 
and pétitions for and against the resignation 
of the Rev. Ingram E. Bill, pastor of the 
North Shore Baptist church, yesterday 
served to intensify the storm in the congre- 
gation of the little edifice at Leland and 


Racine avenues. 


The pastor and deacons of the church met 
behind closed doors in his study and all were 
reticent as to what took place. 

W. E. Brown, secretary of the board of 
trustees, took exception to the statement that 
the Rev. Mr. Bill had been asked to regign be- 
cause he was too progressive. He pointed to 
the church bulletin comparing the Sunday 
school attendance and collections last year 
with those for the corresponding period in 
1912, which showed that the attendance last 
Sunday was 161, and the offering $6.87, while 
for the corresponding Sunday last year the 
attendance was 155 and the offering $6.22. 

Supporters of the pastor, headed by Joseph 
Tysskowski, president of the Men's club, 
ridiculed the Sunday school bulletin as a 
criterion, and persist in the assertion that 
the pastor’ has brought the church from stag- 
nation to a ‘high point of religious progress 
and greater membership. 


FIRE, WRECKS BIG CAR PLANT. 


Blaze Puts Manufactory at Hammond 
Out of Commission Tem- 
+ porarily. 


The Hammond plant of the Standard Steel 
Car company will Be closed today and 2600 
men temporarily thrown out of work as @ 
result of a disastrous fire in the central power 
plant. The direct loss is estimated by com- 
pany officials at $200,000. The officials expect 
to buy power from the Commonwealth Edi- 
gon company or the sanitary dietrict until 
the power plant can be reconstructed. The fire 
was rst noticed at 4p. m., then apparently 
confined to the second subbasement adjoin- 
ing the boiler room. The,company employés 
thought they could extinguish it and did not 
cal the fire department for two hours. By 
that time the underground blaze had reached 
such headway that ſt was impossible to save 
the machinery. The blaze was brought un- 
der control about midnight.

CHARGE $8,000,000 
FRAUD IN “MINES” 


Ohioans Assert That Diamond 

Claimsin Brazil Were “Salt- 
ed” by Promoters. 

CHICAGO. 


VICTIMS IN 


Trip of Investigation Followed 
by Appeal to Court in New 
| York City. 


New York, Nov. 11.~—[{Special.]—District 
Attorney Whitman's office has begun an in- 
vestigation of the affairs of Dr. W. C. Meyer, 
“diamond king of Brazil,“ upon the request 
of several wealthy men who allege they 
have proof of gigantic fraud. 

These men say Meyer and those interested 
with him have taken in $6,000,000 or $8,000,000 
in the last twelve yeers to develop the 
old mines in Minas Gimes. This money, they 
say, came from all parts of the United States, 
from Canada, and from England. 

Those who make the charge admit that the 
samples sent to the aseayers from the mine 
were rich, but they declare the mine was 
* salted.’ 


Complain After Investigation. 

The men who are making the charges are 
Robert L. McCabe, a wealthy retired lawyer 
of Columbus, O.: R. W. Gilchrist, a busi- 
ness man of Lebanon, O.; Louis S. Noble, a 
well known mining engineer of Denver, and 
R. W. Richards, a civil engineer of Balti- 
more. b 

These men have just returned from a trip 
of investigation in Brazil. They paid the 
expenses of the trip for their own party- 
They paid the expenses of Dr. Meyer one 
way, but not on the return trip. 

The mines have also cost other Americans 
large sume of money, according to the dis- 
coveries made by the syndicate and the in- 
vestigators they have had working on the 
case. Canada has paid as much as America, 
and as for England, that country 1s said to 
have acquired its knowledge at the cost of 
millions of dollars and stilb to. bel attending 
the experience school. 


Some of Heavier Losers. 

The investigators have discovered that one 
English company already has invested $500,- 
000, and is showing a willingness to put in 
more. One syndicate which had an engineer 
named T. Tradford Wynne put up $65,000 
to find out, agd another, of which J. Chaldi- 
cote Sharf of England was the engineer, 
went in for $165,000, only to lose it. 

The McCabe syndicate, which did not suc- 
cumb, was prepared to put up $320,000 at 
once and to finance a company for from 
$1,000,000 to $10,000,000. The Pittsburgh men 
were acknowledged to have sunk $125,000. 

The New York companies gave up various 
amounts. One is said to have put up $400,000, 
another $325,000, and the other two amounts 
nearly equal to the second one named. Chi- 
cago went in just as heavily. One Montreal 
man alone is reported to have dropped 
$65,000. 

The promoters have been alded in some 
mysterious way by flattering publications 
issued by the United States government. 
One is Daily Consular and Trade Report No. 
2,670; a second is United States consular re- 
port No. 424, and the third is the laudatory 
article which appeared in the publication now 
known as the Bulletin of the Pan-American 
Union, in 1909. 

What particularly sticks in the minds of the 
Ohio men is that a photograph purporting to 
show great dredges at work in the Jequi- 
tinhonha river were photographs of a dredge 
placidly working at Oroville, Cal. 


Meyer Long a Promoter. 

Dr. W. G. Meyer, who accompanied the 
McCabe party to Brazil on the steamer Va- 
sari, which sailed from New York Aug. 20, 
has been a busy exploiter of the Brazil dia- 
mond fields for some years. 

There is a record that he was arrested in 
this city on Dec. 6, 1908, on the complaint of 
Alexandér G. F. Ross of Montreal, who al- 
leged that Meyer had swindled him out of 
$1,000. Ross swore that Meyer had told him 
that he owned large diamond bearing prop- 
erties at Dimonatina, Brazil, which he would 
sell for $50,000. There was no mention ofany 
assays, but Ross swore that he gave Meyer 
$1,000 for an option, after which he came to 
New York and learned something. He had 
the promoter arrested, but the case never 
came up for trial. 

Mr. McCabe was a lawyer in Chicago before 
he retired and went to live at Columbus, and 


a 


ar he told the story today he laughed at the 
great joke on himself and his friends; but 
he was determined there should be no more 
Jokes.“ 

As @ matter of fact, as far as the Minas 
Giraes diamond fields are concerned,” he 
said. “our engineers have discovered that 
they are absolutely worthlees and not a com- 
pany which is supposed to be doing business 
there today is making money. 

“As far as gold is concerned, tests will 
show something like 5 cents a cubie yard. 
Reference can be had to the Tailor Brothers 
of Wellsville, N. I., who are operating a 
dredge for the Diamond King company down 
there now. 

They have spent $45,000 and in the last 

two years or so they have found something 
less than $1,900 worth of gold. They drous ht 
on à salted proposition and it may be added in 
some instances these assays have shown as 
high as $700 a cubic yard in diamonds. 
I did not want to go into the diamond 
business and I never expected to go,“ Mr. 
McCabe tinued, but last November at 
Columbus I was introduced to Dr. Meyer, who 
certainly is optimistic about the Brazilian 
fields. He is one of the best narrators I have 
ever met. 


Reports on Samples Only. 

“Then that man brought out maps, blue 
prints, parchments, deeds, and engineer’s re- 
ports. There are many assay reports, but I 
notice now—and now underetand why—that 
these assayers simply report on samples sub- 
mitted to them. 

“ Anyhow, alogg in January a number of 
us in Columbus had come to believe that 
there might be something in the proposition, 
as we agreed to look into it. 

“We sent for Mr. Noble, whom we knew 
as a man versed in diamond mining, and 3 
pretty cool individual besides; also Mr. Rich- 
ards. Mr. Gilchrist, another cool headed 
young man, joined our party and several 
others whom I will not mention now. 

The expedition started Aug. 20 on the 
Vasari. Mrs. McCabe, Mre. Gilchrist, and 
Miss Gilchrist were in the party. Our agree- 
ment with Dr. Meyer wes plain. He was to 
take us to his option which he called the 
Donna Maria, and if we found the diamonds 
we would give him the $320.000 and organize 
a big company in which he was to take stock. 
We paid his passage down and gave him 
$560 to purchase an outfit in New York, that 
was all the money he got.“ 


Meyer Sought More Money. 

Mr. McCabe remarked that on the way 
down and in Rio de Janeiro the doctor had 
attempted to get some further concessions 
in the matter of cash and was turned down. 
There was a quarrel in Rio and the expedition 
came near going to pieces. Meyer offered 
to take one or two up with him, but the four 
insisted on going together. 

The party arrived at Rio Sept. 5, and soon 
after the men took a train for a four day jour- 
ney which landed them in a terminal named 
Rodiodore. There they climbed on mules for 
a forty-six mile ride to Dimantina. Dr. 
Meyer owns a house in Dimantine and the 
party stopped there. 

When the party started to the property Mr. 
McCabe remained behind. He had met there 
a young Englishman of the name of Ernest 
Swain who had been working for several 
years in the district. Mr. McCabe thought 
there might be possibilities in Swain. There 
were, as it turned out. 


Warned by Old Time Miner. 

The other party started out on the morning 
of Sept. 18 and rode to Mandanha, where 
Meyer gave out, and they remained ali night. 
They had been warned to have nothing to do 
with a man named C. M. Spangler, formerly 
of San Francisco, a miner, fourteen years in 
the country. Mr. Richards made it a point 
to meet Spangler, and they had a talk, asa 
result of which Mr. Spangler was asked as 
to certain things. 

They arrived at the diggings towards night, 
and Richards ‘and Noble walked over as 
much of the 30,000 acres as they could. They 
were told to dig any place for their test pits, 
and selected some sites. The next morning 
the digging began. 

Richards appeared with a dangerous look- 
ing revolver and a full cartridge belt, and 
just where Dr. Meyer could see him he began 
shooting the heads off birds. 


Party Does Own Digging. 

Mr. Meyer had charge of the digging until 
his men got down té eithin threafket of the 
cascalia, the pay gravel. Then there came 
a change in the attitude of his associates. 
Mr. Richards appeared with a long rope and 
Mr. Noble appeared with a calm air. He 
told Mr. Meyer that the party would take 
charge from then on out. 

Mr. Richards stretched the rope and Mr. 
Meyer was told to get outside and stay out- 
side. Although there was a stormy scene 
Mr. Meyer got. He climbed on ae mule and 
rode back to Dimantina. About that time 
Mr. Spangler appeared with a equad of por- 
ters of his own.

RUNS STREET HALF CLAD. 


Central Park, West, Amazed as 
Young Man Flees After 
His Encounter. 


New York, Nov. 11.—[Special.]—A young 
man who described himself as Frederick Jud- 
son, a bond salesman, whose father is said 
to be Henry 8. Judson of Chicago, is laid up 
at a hospital with a dozen knife jabs in his 
right shoulder and right leg which he re- 
ceived today shortly before he fled from the 
apartments of Mrs. Mae Dencker, wife ofa 
real estate dealer. He probably will be able 
to leave the hospital in a few days. Jud- 
son's permanent residence is in Chicago. 

Mr. Dencker left the house immediately 
after the young man's flight into the street 
and the police have not been able to find him. 

Judson said that he hadn't the slightest 
idea of preferring charges against anybody 
for anything. 


Dashes Half Clad in Streets. 

About 2:30 o’clock this afternoon a blonde 
young man, dressed in a nice looking suit of 
underwear, rushed out of the Dencker apart- 
ments on the fourth floor of the Edgemere, 
an apartment house in West One Hundred 
and Fourth street two doors from Central 
Park West, and started to dash down the 
stairs in a terrible hurry. 

He headed towards the park, swung around 
the corner, and began hiking north along 
Central Park West, to the great amazement 
of many women who were enjoying the fine 
afternoon on both sides of the street. 

The young man did not stop until he 
reached the Greenwich apartment at Central 
Park West, and then he ducked through an 
open door into the basement 

Police Lieutenant Wilber reached the finely 
appointed Dencker apartments an hour after 
young Judson made his hasty exit and found 
Mrs. Dencker and her maid there, also some 
of the bond salesman’s clothes.

THE HABIT OF PROFANITY. 

Probably ne amount of perauasion ever 
will bring the sons of Anak to refrain from 
strong words when they are in strong emo- 
tion. The language which is the vehicle of 
ordinary thought, which runs smoothly on 
the road of polite usage, will break down 
when a load of exasperation suddenly is 
dumped upon it. To state this is not to con- 
done it. We merely suggest that it marks 
the limitations of the usefulness of the Clean 
Language league. : 

Where the league may prevail is against 
men who have adopted profanity as a habit, 
as a vebicle of their ordinary expression, 
and who, it they were to be deprived of it, 
would be speechless. As 4 class they con- 
stitute a nuisance. They have no more right 
to open thelr felicities of conversation in 


a2 public place than they would have to throw 


refuse im the streets.

AMBASSADOR BRYCE. 

Ambassador Bryce’s position in this 
eountry has not been particularly happy 
for over @ year, owing to nothing in his re- 
lations with the American people but owing 
entirely to the petulance in Canada and hos- 
tility in Great Britain. His part in the Cana- 
dian reciprocity agreement was welcomed by 
the Laurier government, but was received 
in bed part by the Borden government, which 
came in with the defeat of the treaty in the 
Canedian general elections. 

The unfortunate publication of an indis- 
eseet phrase of President Taft in the pre- 
convention campaign in the United Stites 
gave bew bitterness to the opponents of 
recipsecity, and Mr. Bryce found himself 
im the position of an ambassador suspected 
of having worked to the prejudice of the 
langer aime of British imperialism. The 
Asquith government stood squarely by the 
ambassador and would not indulge Mr. 
Birryce’s critics with a hearing, but he must 
have felt that bis position was unfortunate. 

The admiration of the American people 
for him isapparent and freely revealed. He 
has been a aympathetic student of American 
government and, Americans like to think, 
a just appreiser of their worth. In his case 
there has been an element t personal 
friendship act usually expected in the rela- 
tions of a diplomatic representative of one 
nation to the people of another. 

Great Britain and the United States are in 
a serious controversy which threatens no 
break in friendly relations but which does 
involve delicate questions of international 
equity and treaty construction. The United 

has taken ite position on the Panama 
toll question complacently, almost indiffer- 
ently, but Great Britain is animated and 
@oon may be bitter, 
is easy to understand why Mr. Bryce 
prefers to yield? his post at Washington to 
another man, and it may even be that the 
British government, because of the new 
eonditions, is willing to be relieved of criti- 
elan at home and surrender a claim to serv- 
lees which otherwise would be invaluable. 

The Asquith government has about ail 
the load it can carry now, and Mr. Bryce 
probably would be the first to recognize that 
he might embarrass the ministry. Ameri- 
cane would insist that if Great Britain and 
the United States are to enter a contro- 
vu apt to produce’ bitterness Mr. Bryce 
eould give service of peculiar value to both 
countries, but the matter may be viewed 
@iferentiy in London.

WHAT THE SLUMS GIVE US. 

“We have been sacrificing policemen to 
protect this district long enough,” said Capt. 
Stephen K. Healey to his detectives, “ Re- 
member your companions who were carved 
up last summer, and now think of Jones. 
Get any man that looks suspicious. This is 
going to stop.” 

Since the Guelzow outrage a year ago, 
for which three boys from the same district 
were hanged in the Cook county jail, two 
policemen have been stabbed by young 
criminals of the Bloomingdale road neigh- 
borhood. Last Sunday Policeman Jones 
was killed and another policeman beaten 
into unconsciousness. Not a week has 
passed during the last year without some 


erima, holdup, assault, or burglary com- 


mitted in this or neighboring sections of the 
city. The police hold the members of the 
gang, former companions of the Guelzow 
murderers, responsible. : 

No wonder Capt. Healey is incensed. But 
is he not directing the fire of his wrath in 
the wrong direction? Are the young crim- 
mals of the Bloomingdale road district alto- 
gether to blame? Let us see. 

Chicago has, perhaps, never been s0 
shocked by any crime as by the heinous 
Guelzow murder. Naturally it caused much 
preaching ‘and much studying of the boys 
who committed the crime. The county jeil 
was besieged by visitors who wanted to see 
what the boys looked like. But while they 
were waiting in jail for their execution a 
prominent social settlement worker, instead 
of calling on the boys at the jail, visited 
their homes. ; 

She found the wife of one.of the boys and 
her 2 year old son living in an indeacribably. 
filthy tenement basement which was occtu- 
pied by thirteen other persons. They were 
immigrants, common laborers, huddled to- 
gether under the most insanitary conditions, 
with scarcely a single item of personal com- 
fart. 

Any good housewife who is troubled with 
roaches not only kills the vermin but she 
cleans up the corners where they are bred. 
If she did not clean out the corners she 
would have an endless task of meting out 
capital punishment to the roaches, and she

would never be rid of the pest. 

The district whence came the Guelzow 
murderers, the boys who slashed up the two 
policemen last summer and killed Policeman 
Jones last Sunday, has the same social en- 
vironment of filthy tenements today as it 
hed before the murder of Fred Guelzow. 
The Guelzow murderegs have been hanged, 
scores have been arrested, but the corners 
have not been cleaned out. The conditions 
which breed crime still exist. There is no 
reason why the eon of one of the Guelzow 
‘morderers should not grow up to be a crim- 
inal, even if the most efficient police guard 


| is: maintained in the Bloomingdale road dis- 
trict. 


It is time to get after causes as well as 
symptoms. 


HOME RULE THREATENED. 

The snap vote in committee on a financial 
term of the home rule bill is not likely to 
force the resignation of the Asquith gov- 
ernment. Not only would it be dangerous 
to change ministries at the moment when a 
crisis impends in the Balkans, but even 
were that out of the way snap votes, under 
the British system, do not necessitate resig- 
nation. The vote must be deliberate and 
on a serious point. :

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BLACK FLIES AND PELLAGRA. 

N the recent pellagra conference there 

was nothing approximating an agree- 

ment as to the cause of the disease. 

On the one side were ranged those 

who think pellagra due to spoiled food, 
and they divide into several subgroups, 
each differing as to the particular food 
held responsible but uniting in advocating 
spoiled food as the cause. 

On the other side were ranged those 
who believe pellagra caused by a micro- 
organism, and they were divided into 
several subgroups, some advocating the 
idea of a bacterial cause, others a spiril- 
lium akin to that of syphilis, and others 
taking no ground as to the nature of the 
germ but saying it must be a germ disease 
because it is insect borne, 


~ 

The most discussed of the theories of 
insect transmission is that of Cambon, 
that the disease is spread by a small in- 
sect sometimes called the buffalo gnat, 
sometimes the black fly. Although the 
question whether black flies cause pella- 
gra or not ig far from being decided, it 
is nevertheless worth while learning some- 
thing about black flies. 

Prof. Forbes has just issued a bulletin 
from the office of the state entomologist in 
which he tells us that black flies are scat- 
teréd all over the state of Illinois. He 
also tells us that of the sixty-five species 
of black flies fifteen have been found in 
the United States and nine in Illinois. 
Probably more careful study will show 
many other species in this vicinity. 

The female lays her eggs in running 
water. The young hatch and remain at- 
tached to bits of wood or rock near the 
bank of the stream, just below the sur- 
face of the water. They pass through the 
larva and pupa stage in the water, 
emerging into an air life when they reach 
the fly stage. 


— 

Around Chicago the first crop of files 
hatches out of the pupa stage some- 
where about April or May. Farther 
south they may come as early as Febru- 
ary. Some of the species pass through 
three crops in a year, some through but 
one. 

Prof. Forbes found some relation be- 
tween the schedule of the crops of black 
flies and the outbreaks of pellagra as they 
were noted at Peoria. He also found 
the fly in some of the streams near 
the Peoria (or Bartonville) hospital 
grounds. Zeller and his colleagues at 
Bartonville have found more pellagra than 
has been found elsewhere in the state. 
However, a great part of this is due to 
the fact that Zeller’s staff has been keen- 
ly on the alert for the disease. 

There are black flies enough in Tilinois 
to spread pellagra—if black files can 
spread it.

The Sixth regiment had until 
then borne the name of King Charles of 
Roumania, who was its honorary colonel. 
But as soon as he learned of the assassina- 
tion of ‘King Alexander, he at once resigned 
his colonelcy and caused the various officers 
of the corps upon whom he had bestowed 
Roumanian orders of knighthood to be noti- 
fied that these decorations had been for- 
feited. 

Serving in the ranks of a Servian cavalry 
regiment, as an ordinary trooper, is Alexis 
Karageorgevitch, a needy cousin of King 
Peter, but whom the latter has hitherto 
refused to recognize as a member of the 
reigning family, to whom he declined to ac- 
cord any official place, title, or even allow- 
ance, and who hae hitherte been made te 
feel by the Servian crown and government 
that his room was preferred to his company. 

— 

As soon as ever Peter was elevated to the 
throne Alexis arrived at Belgrade from Paris 
to demand recognition as a prince of the 
blood, and an adequate civil list. But the 
king absolutely declined to comply with his 
cousin’s pretensions, and in order to clearly 
demonstrate that he did not propose to recog- 
nize Alexis as a prince, caused him to be de- 
scribed as Mr.“ Karageorgevitch, ina men- 
tion made in the Official Gazette of his having 
been accorded an audience by his majesty. 

Alexis is the Prince Karageorgevitch 
who came to this country some years ago in 
the vain hope of securing the hand of the 
daughter of one of the great meat packing 
magnates of Chicago, and when Peter’s doors 
were closed to him he solemnly proclaimed 
that he renounced his allegiance to the king 
and that he resumed his righte as a pretender 
to the crown, on the ground that he is the 
senior representative of the senior branch of 
the Karageorgevitch family.

Sultan Mohammed IV. fulfilved his threat in 
so far as it concerned sweeping through the 
Hapsburg empire, up to the gates of Vienna, 
putting to fire and sword everybody and 
everything encountered in his advance. But 
Vienna proved a harder nut for him to crack 
than he expected, and after a siege of some 
months he was defeated and compelled to 
retire by an army under John Sobieski, King 
ef Poland. 

Today Sultan Mohammed V. has been ap- 
pealing in vain to Vienna and to Emperor 
Francis Joseph, the successor of Leopold I. 
on the throne of the Hapsburgs, for media- 
tion with the victorious Balkan powers, and 
for the preservation of the remnants of Otte- 
man sovereignty in Europe.

A reader, referring to my mention in these 
letters the other day of Jules Grevy, third 
of the series of presidents of the present 
republic of France, writes to request me to 
determine a controversy in Which he hase 
become involved concerning the manner in 
which Grevy quitted his high office.

Less than two years later his 
son-in-law, Daniel Wilson, became involved 
in most diegraceful scandals relating to the 
sale of the Legion of Honor to unworthy can- 
didates, and was shown to have turried to 
dishonest and profitable account the fact that 
both he and his wife made their home with 
her father in the Palace ot the Elysé¢, .. 

Grevy was consequently requested quietly 
by the cabinet, backed up by the 1 s of 
the various parliamentary parties, to either 
get rid of his son-in-law and to close his 
doors to him, or else resign. Grevy at first 
declined to do either, taking the ground that 
no one had the power to make such a demand 
upon him. Thereupon, in the closing days of 
November, 1887, both the senate and the 
chamber of deputies voted by overwhelming 
majorities orders of the day to the effect that 
they were awaiting a message from him re- 
signing the presidency.

tion, he will be unable to return te his post. 


| Mr. Bryan has accordingly tendered his rea- 


ignation, 
president. 

Mr. Bryan is now in Chicago, where he ar- 
rived shortly before the election. 

Reports were current that Mr. Bryan's res- 
ignation was due to differences with Secre- 
tary Knox, but there was not the slightest 
confirmation of these stories, and they are 
believed to be untrue. 


Had Difficulties with Knox; 

Barly in October, when Mr. Bryan left o- 
kio for his home in Chicago, via China, Si- 
Daria, and Europe, it was reported that he 
would not return to his post, owing to diff_i- 
culties with Mr. Knox while the latter was 
in Japan attending the funeral ceremonies 
of the late Emperor Mutsuhito, The fact that 
Mr. Bryan started around the world in one 
direction while Mr. Knox returned home by 
way of the Pacific in the opposite direction 
was mentioned as evidence that the rela- 
tions between the ambassador and his chief 
were not cordial. Yet this alleged evidence 
of a disagreement wae discounted by the fact 
that before Mr. Knox reached Japan Mr. 
Bryan had requested and obtained leave of 
absence, with permission to return to the 
United States via Siberia and Europe. The 
death of the emperor halted his plana, and 
he remained in Japa: for the funeral, leav- 
ing only after Mr. Knox and his suite had 
started home.

Upon Mrs. Jenkin's testimony that she has 
no real estate and that nearly all her per- 
sonal effects were turned over to Deputy 
Surveyor Parr for loans he made to her, 
Justice Schmuck appointed Philip J. Dunn 
receiver of her property. 


Receiver to Join in Suita. 
The receiver will now take steps to acquire 
an interest in the suits aggregating nearly 
$300,000 brought by Mrs. Jenkins against 
Alien, her former benefactor, and the 
Mooney and Boland detective agency. 

Mr. Parr, who was made a deputy eurveyor 
of the port after giving the information that 
led to the exposure of the sugar frauds, for 
which the government paid him $100,000, tee 
tified he hed known Mrs. Jenkins about 
eighteen months, and that he had no prop- 
erty belonging to her. He said he had in his 
possession certain jewelry once belonging to 
her, which had been pawned for $23,000 in 
May, 1911, and which he redeemed.

BAILIFF HUNTER 


Says Sentences for Health Of- 
fenses Are Not Enforced by 
Court Officers. 


TWENTY CASES THIS YEAR 


Ordered to Bridewell, but Ex- 
euses Made in Each Instance, 
Report Shows. 


Health Commissioner Young trained his 
“ weapon of publicity on the office of Chief 
Bailiff Thomas M. Hunter of the — 
court yesterday. 

He issued a formal statement 3 
that twenty persons sentenced to the bride- 
well for violation of the health laws during 
the present year never crossed the threshold 
of the institution. 

That number included every case brought 
by the health department in which fines of 
$25 or more were assessed. The investiga- 
tion of other cases will be completed ina few 
days. 

According to the reports made to Dr. Young 
every one of the twenty cases was “ side- 
tracked in Hunter’s office. 


Dr. Young Minces No Words. 

The mittimus was given to a deputy, a re- 
turn of not found was made, or no return 
was made, or some similar reason was given 
for failure to take the defendant into cus- 
tody and turn him over to the bridewell au- 
thorities. Dr. Young's statement follows: 

“The department of health is constantly 
besieged by complaints from citizens over 
the delay in correcting gross insanitary con- 
ditions about which complaint has been 
made. The department is constantly en- 
gaged in an attempt to enforce compliance 
with the city ordinances in regard to the 
selling of unsound food. 

„The only recourse the department has 


in most of these cases is to proceed by sult | 


in the Municipal court. In other words, the 
only protection the citizens of Chicago have 
against impure food and imsanitary condi- 
tions is through the performance by the of- 
cers of the Municipal court of their full duty 
in regard to en arcing the judgments of tho 
court. 


Sure No Square Deal Was Given. 

“The department has heen satisfied for a 
dong ‘time that neither the department nor 
the citizens were getting a fair deal. and. 
therefore, has been coniucting a detailed 
investigation as to whet has happened with. 
regard to enforcement cf the court's ver- 
dots since Jan. 1, 1912. 

“The first group of cases to be reported on 
are those in which finee o< $25 or more were 
imposed, or sentences to the bride well. 
Since Jan. 1. 1912, twenty cases were brought 
by the sanitary bureau alone in which the 
Gefendant was sentenced to a term in the 
bridewell. i 

“In not one single case was the sentence 
of imprisonment carried out. In the last 
case investigated the sentence was imposed 
on Oct. 2. 

“As long as the citizers: of Chicago are 
willing to put up with thei kind of law en- 
forcement, they will have to put up with 
impure food and every other insanitary con- 
dition of which they now complain.“

Candies Mrs. Kamratke Lit at 
Parents’ Grave Set Her Afire.

SHE SUCCUMBS AT HOSPITAL. 


Unattended at St. Adalbert's Cemetery 
Long Before Ald Comes. 


Mrs. Mary Kamratke of 1342 Dean street 
died yesterday at St. Elizabeth's hospital 
as a result of burns incurred on All Souls 
day while she was lighting candles on the 
graves of her parents in St. Adalbert's ceme- 
tery in Norwood ParF¥ 

Mrs. Kamratke’s parents had been dead 
for years. Every All Souls’ day she had 
been in the habit of going to the cemetery, 
igniting a number of candles set on the 
graves, and remaining until the candles had 
burned out. The ceremony, she believed, 
contributed to the repose of the dead. 


Skirt Catches Fire. 

This year, just after she had lighted the last 
candle, her skirt caught fire from another. 
Before she realized her danger her dress was 
in flames. 

She began to scream, and her cries attract- 
ed the attention of a number of other women 
who were carrying on the samé ceremony 
over other graves. They, however, were un- 
able to aid her because of the danger of ignit- 
ing their own clothing. 


Gravedigger Puts Out Fire. 

A grave digger came to the rescue. He put 
his coat around the woman, threw her down 
on the top of a new grave and extinguished 
the fire in the damp earth. Then he carried 
her to the cemetery office. She was there 
without medical attention for three hours 
when Dr. Anton Malackowski arrived. 

By that time Mrs. Kamratke had lost con- 
sciousness.

HEARING HELD IN SECRET 


Representatives of Postmaster 
and Reform Association 
Are Barred.

The case of the Civil Service Reform asso- 
ciation of Chicago against Postmaster 
Daniel A. Campbell received several setbacks 
yesterday. The postmaster wes placed on 

‘trial before John T. Doyle, secretary of the 
federal civil service commission; Peter New- 
con, secretary of the seventh civil service dis- 
trict, and Postoffice Inspector E. E. Fraser. 
He is charged with undue political activity. 

Mr. Doyle announced that the hearing 
would be secret and that no representative 
of either party to the argument could be 
present. Officials of the reform association 
expected to have counsel present the evi- 
dence. : . 

This is purely an investigation, said Mr. 
Doyle, and we will not conduct it as a trial. 
We will hear such witnesses as we see fit, 
and draw our conclusions without the ald of 
any argument.“ 


Negro Clerks Testify. 

The findings of the trial board wil] be sub- 
mitted to President Taft, who has final juris- 
diction. Evidence submitted before the com- 
mission is said to have been favorable to the 
postmaster. J. H. McDermon and William 
B. Roberts, negro clerks in the postoffice, 
were called. The former is said to Be presi- 
dent of the Fourteenth Ward Colored Re- 
publican club and the latter secretary. 

The postmaster is charged with having 
financed this club and with having favored 
its members in making appointments. 

After he came out from the hearing Mc- 


| Dermon said he had denied having any con- 


nection with this club. 

“TI am working in the postoffice for $1,200 
A year, and get up at 5 o'clock every morn- 
ing to go to work,” he said. “ Does t look 
as if I had any influence or pull? I told the 
commission the whole agitation against the 
postmaster was stirred up by some soreheads 
in the Fourteenth ward. 

Neither Roberts nor myself holds any 
position in that club. I used to be vice presi- 
dent of the Chrispusattucks club, which is 
just a social organisation. 


Deny Knowledge of Money. 

McDermon denied he knew anything about 
the money Postmaste Campbell is alleged to 
have distributed among members of the 
Fourteenth ward club. 

The Reform association expected McDer- 
mon and Roberts could be compelled to pro- 
duce the books of the club to show its offi- 
cers, committee members, and contributions. 
This hope proved unfounded, as both men 
denied they knew anything about the books, 
according to McDermon. 

Herbert E. Fleming, secretary of the Re- 
form association, will be called as a witness 
today. He will place before the commission 
all the evidence collected by the association. 

The commission will then investigate the 
charges in the light of this information. Nei- 
ther Mr. Fleming, Robert Catherwood, pres- 
ident of the association, nor Postmaster 
Campbell will be present at the hearings. 

Mr. Doyle announced, however, that a sum- 
mary of the evidence submitted would be 
made, and Mr. Campbell will be given an op- 
portunity to answer the charges at the con- 
clusion of the hearing.

The flagman digappeared soon after the 
crash. 


Most of Killed Negroes. 

Of the killed, four were white women, one 
a white infant yet unidentified, four negro 
women, and five negro men, a majority of 
them residents of towns near Mountz, La., 
where the wreck occurred. 

Forty-one of the injured are white and 
forty-nine negroes. 

It is expected that all of these, with the 
possible exception of three, will live. 


Last Car Telescoped. 

The casualties occurred in the last and 
fourth from last coaches, the two between 
withstanding the crash better than the more 
fragile fourth car. The car next to the last 
one was damaged only a little, the third wae 
partly telescoped, and the fourth was tele- 
scoped. All byt the last two cars were filled 
with negroes.

Owing to its inability to hire enough track 
laborers the Burlington railway has been 
compelled to abandon further work for this 
year on the construction of a 105 mile link 
between Thermopolis and Orin Junction, 
Wyo., connecting the road with the Colorado 
and Southern and giving it an outlet from the 
northwest to the Gulf of Mexico.

not be enforced by the government without 
the consent of the people—a nice proposition! 
To make the mere act of striking a crime is 
to do something which would ultimately 
cause the law to be repealed. But when a 
man intimidates others who are willing to 
work he commits a crime. When a man 
steps up to another and says, “I will not 
allow you to exercise your civil right to 
work, he becomes a criminal and should 
be punished by the law. The law could be

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Girard, Kas., Nov. 11.—J. A. Wayland, 
founder and owner of the Appeal to Reason, 
a Socialist weekly newspaper published here, 
shot and killed himself early today. 

He fired a bullet into his mouth, muffling 
the sound in the bed clothes. He left a note 
which said: 

The struggle under the competitive sys- 
tem isn’t worth the effort; let it pass. 

Friende attribute his act to despondency 
over the death of his wife, who was killed in 
an automobile accident a year ago. 

Mr. Wayland was to have appeared in the 
federal court in Fort Scott, Kas., today to 
answer to a charge against the several 
editors and the owners of the Appeal to Rea- 
gon of circulating through the mails defama- 
tory matter concerning an official of the 
federal prison at Leavenworth. The attack 
upon the prison official was printed in Mr. 
Wayland’s paper last winter. 

“Although I alone am responsible for what 
appears in the columns of the paper, Mr. 
Wayland of late had seemed much disturbed 
over the pending case,“ sald Fred Warren, 
managing editor of the Appeal to Reasod, 
today. 

Mr. Wayland was born at Vereailies, Ind., 
im 1654. He founded his paper here fifteen 
years ago. Previously he had edited papers 
in Harrisonville, Mo.. Pueblo, Colo., and 
Greensburg, Ind. Heestablished the Coming 
Nation in Greensburg in 1898. Later he 
founded a Socialist colony at Ruskin, Tenn.

SYDNEY.—Theother day a paper estimated 
thaf at the time there were more than 2,000,- 
000 men in the industrial world of Europe 
and America on strike, affecting 6,000,000 
people directly and as many more indirectly. 
The most important question today in the in- 
dustrial world is, Cam strikes be‘replaced by 
legislation? It seems to me it is about like 
asking, can the seventh commandment elim- 
inate immorality or will “prohibition ’’ be 
able to prohibit? 

This much is certain, compulsory arbitra- 
tion has failed to prevent strikes in Austra- 
lia. Wade's coercion act of 1908 failed to 
end strikes in New South Wales. The labor 
government admits that it does not know 
how to frame a law which wil) prevent 
strikes. It therefore proposes to legalize 
strikes and to create machinery for punish- 

ing those who strike illegally. “ 

From its voyage through the upper house 
of parliament that machinery emerged a total 
wreck. No one fs satisfied, neither Liberals; 
nor labor, nor the red-rag Socialist After 
twelve years of wages boards and an indus- 
trial court, New South Wales confronts in- 
tense industrial unrest. As we Shall see, 
legislation has done a great deal in the way 
of shortening hours of labor, increasing 
wages, bettering the physical suroundings 
of workmen. But it has not put an end to 
strikes. Compulsory arbitration has failed. 


Why Doomed to Failure. 

Compulsory arbitration is doomed to failure 
#0 long as any section of the community 
takes the attitude revealed in the following 
resolution, which was passed at a recent 
meeting of the Socialist and Labor party of |. 
Australia. The resolution was apropos of the 
industrial disputes bill of the New South 
Wales government: 

“Whereas, The principle of compulsory 
arbitration in labor disputes is opposed to 
economic science, constituting an unjustifia-. 
ble interference with the rights of commodity 
sellers, and placing the working classes at a 
disadvantage in negotiating the sale of their 
commodity—labor power—and, 

“ Whereas, The various compulsory arbi- 
tration acts enacted in this state have proved 
ineffective and vexatious, except in 0 far as 
they have aided the employing classes and 
damaged the efficiency of the workers’ or- 

ganizations; and, 
| “Whereas, The proposed legislation intro- 
- @uced by the alleged labor government is 
+ deliberately designed to divide the unionists 
into sections, unable to act together, and in 
the unions to divide the membership into 
rank and file, Hable to fines; and delegates, 
spokesmen, or representatives lable to fall 
tor the assertion of the right of com! ‘nation 
by the right of withhoMing their labor power 

from the market.

Another Meat Substitute. 

“Cheese has never been a favorite food in my 
family, even though its nutritious value is high. 
It is simply disliked, so I had to cast about to 
find a different substitute for the high priced 
meats. With us meat once a day, and then in 
small quantities, ig sufficient. Our favorite dish 
is beans in some form. Lima beans are served 
most often. Purchased in quantities, the dried 
Kind is quite cheap, and the objection. often 
met with that the cellulose is hard to digest 
ig overcome if the beans are soaked in water, 
preferably clean, soft water, from noon of the 
day before they are to be served. Then slip off 
the shells, cover the beans with cold water 
salted to taste, and let simmer until perfectly 
tender. Do not boil hard. When done they will 
be mealy, of the consistency of mashed potatoes, 


and are delicious dressed with butter or olive 
oil. The latter need not be added necessarily, 
but improves the dish. To leave the cover part- 
ly off when cooking, so that the steam may 
escape, also improves the flavor. 

“The navy bean is another favorite. Soak 
these in the same manner, only a little longer, 
and if old add about one teaspoon. of baking 
soda to the water in which they are soaked. 
These need not be shelled. The time expended 
would be too great, and the soda softens the 
hard shell. Drain off the water, put on the 
stove in fresh cold water, and ~~ until 
tender. 

“A piece of butter added when the panel are 
done, or a small piece of salt pork cooked in 


- with the beans imparts a delicious flavor and 


supplies the fat needed for a well balanced 
ration. 

“So many recipes are published nowadays 
that one should not find it difficult to serve the 
different kinds of beans in various appetizing 
dishes aside from the well known stews, both 
Irish and Spanish, and the favorite baked beans.

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Hope Seen in Public Schools. 


“In my opinion, the ‘high cost of living’ 
has come to stay, and we will simply have to 
make the best of it and fit our affairs to the 
changed conditions. These conditions have 
come about so gradually, and so many differ- 
ent causes have united in bringing them about, 
that it is doubtful if they ever will be much 
better. The main thing which the American 
people need to do is.to study the conditions as 
they now are, and to fit their ways of living to 
them. To learn to economize and to know the 
necessary from the unnecessary, to study the 
problems of living, to concentrate their powers 
of mind on the real things which affect their 
daily lives, to cease striving after luxuries and 
learn to appreciate necessary comforts. 

“To my mind, the hope of the future lies in 
our public schools. If we can institute a more 
practical course of study and can give our 
young people a thorough training in the real 
essentials of life that pertain to daily living, 
instead of filling their minds with studies which 
are just the reverse of practical, and which 
many of them never need at all, we will solve 
the problem for the future. Train them in 
Give them a practical course in 
bookkeeping. Let them learn something of 
business methods. Teach them food values and 
the values of textiles. Train them in dress 
economy. Build up their ‘gray matter’ by a 
sensible study of the realities of life. 

“Our public school, as it is now conducted, is 
full of ‘dead wood.’ Much waste energy goes 
into making up a school year, both on the part 
of teacher and pupil. It is a training house for 
extravagance and waste, both material and 
mental. The public school of the future should 
change all this, and by giving a practical train- 
ing turn out competent young people, fitted to 
cope with these problems of living, and thus 
become the real power in the land that it is 
intended to be.

We used our leftover chicken gravy for 
bread. For the evening meal we had nice fried 
brown potatoes, with sauce and cake and tea. 
For breakfast Tuesday about the same only 
coffee and cereal. The mail man brought the 
weekly allowance and she was free to start 
another week without paying the larger por- 
tion of it for credit. She can and will con- 
tinue by saving, and little denials to rid Lerself 
of the worry draught about by living just a 
little beyond one’s means.

Mens of Music ond Theaters 


“Miss Princess“ Sung by 
Miss Abarbanell at Garrick

HOSE portions of Miss Princess” that 
were made by our erstwhile fellow- 
suburbenites, the Messrs. Johnstone, 
formerly of Evanston, proved at the 
Garrick last evening to be the most at- 
tractive of that entertainment. 

That is to indicate that the lyrics by Will B. 
were graceful and somewhat away from the 
commonplace, and chat the music by Alex- 
ander, while not untwisting all the chains that 
tle the hidden soul of harmony, were still as 
sweet and pretty, and as full of melting airs, 
martial, brisk, and grave, as any that have 
equipped an American operetta this autumn. 

It was Mr. Frank Mandel, author of the 
prose part of the book, who faltered, after a 
fashion. His story was romantic enough, 
heaven knows, and his technique impeccably 
operetta-atic. But he wasn’t very funny, and 
it seems that “laughs” are an essential of 
light plays with music. So the advice is 
timidly vouchsafed that he who likes a burn- 
ing love story, caparisoned with pleasing verse 
and melody, and told by the elfin Mies Abar- 
banell and the spectacular Mr. Robert War- 
wick, may attend “ Miss Princess" without be- 
ing bored.

Miss Abarbanell was an Austrian princess on 

a lark in America, and Mr. Warwick, heavily 
* and sworded, and epauletted, was an 
impressive American captain of cavalry, ob- 
sessed by a soldierly sense of duty that for- 
bade him tell of his love for her, They cut 
all sorts of amatory capers in the Austrian 
ambassador’s garden in Washington, in full 
view of the capitol and the chorus, for, ac- 
cording to Mr. Mandel, she had burst upon the 
captain like a shower of sunlight breaking 
through the rainy clouds. With his passion 
feeding upon his damask cheek Capt. Warwick 


left for a desolate mountain garrison, there, 


to be sought and found later by Princess Ling 
in white knickerbockers and a fetching hat. 
She proposed to him in the big number of the 
last act, much to the pleasure of the cowboys 
and troopers who in the act preceding had 
been ambassadors and ministers of the cabinet. 

Hitherto Miss Abarbanell has not inspired 
many transports in this bosom, though ever a 
skillful dancer and a melodious singer of songs. 
Therefore it was an -unexpected delight last 
evening when she deported herelf.in a fashion 
quite riante, as they say in Omaha, and was 
charmingly and ingenuously magnetic. Of her 
voice I am not empowered to speak, with the 
jealous Mr. Gunn at my elbow, but it was full 
of pleasing sounds to the untutored ear. Her 
curtain speech was a charming outburst of ap- 
parently spontaneous gratitude. Both she and 
Mr. Warwick took themselyes with alarming 
seriousness, and their stage love affair threat- 
ened at times to assume the melancholy attitude 
of a problem play. Mr. Warwick's person may 
not be spoken of except in gravity. Put a cav- 
alryman’s uniform on Mr, Warwick and sur- 
round him with a troupe of young women— 


young women who do not perhaps intrude upon 


his decorative quality—and he is a sight worth 
seeing. He sang, too, last evening, and got away 
with it very well, one of his numbers, entitted 
“Humpty Dumpty,” being one of the brightest 


bits of the play. 


Many other things “happened. The Prince 
Alexis, the royal sweetheart of Polonia, fell in 
love with Henrietta, the Human Fly, and their 
was a comic sergeant played by Mr. Felix 
Haney, who was given every chance to be funtiy 
and who frequently was so. Mr. Haney had a 
nice song about a cigaret, and he and the male 
chorus sang it beautifully. There were nineteen 
such things in the score, and the Alexander 
Johnstone is to he felicited upon the fact that 
not more than two of them failed to evoke an 
enthusiastic response. His music and his 
brother's lyrics, aided immensely by Miss 
Abarbanell and, one supposes one must say, Mr. 
Warwick, surmounted the mausoleum of Mr. 
Mandel’s book, and made it look rather joyous. 
The audience was numerous, though not too 
much so, and was of a thrifty disposition, encore 
having followed upon encore. The necessary 
“punch” was not quite visible to the cold. 
critical eye, in Miss Princess,” but, one sin- 
cerely hopes for the sake of Evanston, that it 
was there, however obscured. 


Fun in “The Million” 
at the Olympic. 


F fun be wanted, there's “The Million,” the 

cleanest example of French farce to reach 

our vernacular in many, many seasons. An 

audience suspiciously large for a season 

hitherto unmarked by first night crowds 
fairly shrieked its way through the four acts 
Sunday evening at the Olympic, “ letting down” 
for a brief stretch only in the latter half of the 
third, when the furious pace of the action 
was stopped by the ineptitude of one of the 
players. 

It is not the kind of play, even as farce, that 
calls for close examination; and it is not a mat- 
ter of importance that it was on view for count- 
less nights in this or that continental capital. 
That it should be successful there or here means 
simply that its contents are new, after a period 
of disuse, to a great many playgoers; for the 
two industrious Parisians who wrote it over- 
looked few of the stock tricks of the formula 
for farce that has all the characters chasing 
madly in one direction, but at cross purposes. 
What MM. Berr and Guillemand dia not put in 
was inserted in the adaptation by Mr. Ditrich- 
stein, who evidently had himself in mind when 
he prepared the part of the protean “ crook,” the 
best acting role of its kind in a long time. j 
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A lottery ticket for a million dollars, or 
pesos, or yen, or something, takes, in this farce, 
the place of the incriminating love letter in “A 
Scrap of Paper "—which is, of course, the stand- 
ard example of all plays of the kind—and of 
the missing will in Harrigan’s The Leather 
Patch,” a well remembered native use of the 
French material. The participation of the 
versatile thief in the chase for the lottery ticket 
is not that he may profit by cashing it, but that 
he may give it to a pretty girl who has, with- 
out knowing his occupation, helped him to We- 
cape from the police. The amatory intgrest of 
the tale is slight. 

“The Million” was unevenly acted. Mr. Tay- 
lor Holmes, who has facility, speed, quick intel- 
ligence, and a great deal of physical resource 
with which to piece out his unquestioned humor, 
overplayed outrageously, letting go of no inci- 
dent until he had squeezed from the audience 
the ultimate giggle, and always at the expense of 
the pace of the performance. He was very funny 
when he was moderate. Mr. Forsberg played 
the thief without a trace of humor, but suc- 
cessfully enough in respect of the half dogen die- 
guises. A very bad actor were necessary wholly 
to kill such a part. Mr. Butler was capital as 
an unconscionable young reporter of police 
news, and an imported newcomer, Mr. Ker (an 
ex-singer in opera, the management is at pains 
to explain), gave vraisemblance to the role of a 
bewildered tenor. Incidentally, Mr. Ker sang— 
with a view, doubtless, of making clear why he 
is an ex-singer of opera. There were effective 
and vivid “bits” by Miss Kenyon Bishop, Mr. 
Robert W. Lawrence, Mr. Frederick Warde, and 
Mr. Charles F. McCarthy, all being persons of 
uncommon vocal vigor. 
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The text retains from the run of last season 
in another metropolis a kund of allusions that, 
doubtless, were “sure fire locals" in New York 
City and vicinity. The suggestion is made that 
the use of religious symbois ts a big price to 
pay for what, in the lingo, is called a “ laugh,” 
although uit was a rather timid titter in Eunday 
night's response.

Another thing in the famous food shop which 
interested me was an afternoon tea cake 
called * (pronounced copies). The word, I 
think, is South African, and me a little Lill. 

These little tea cakes, baked in tins shaped 
like our,muffin tins, but only one-fourth the 
size aed put up in Httle paper cases, are nu- 
meroue in Great Britain, and they are deco- 
rated in scores of ways. They are evidently 
made from about a one or two SE sweet and 
rather thin batter, and have“ a smooth flat top. 
To make the “hill” a piece about the size 
of a thimble is cut out of the cake, the cut ex- 
tending: nearly through, some jam put in the 
hole, and the piece put back and iced. Nat- 
urally it was elevated somewhat by the jam. 

Do you know a plain little cake shaped like 
a small casket and called a honey bun or 
American honey cake? I do not, but I was 
assured that some little cakes by this name 
which J found had this name and w made 
according to an American recipe. T were 
not the first tnrecognisable things called 
American I have found, and nearly every Eng- 


lish cookery book —. American recipes for 
things made in some part of America that must 
be unknown to me. 

Honey, by the way, is used considerably in 
cooking in England, I think. It is also mixed 
with sifted jam in sandwiching cakes together,

The veal and ham croquettes which I found 
in the Bath oliver shop I knew from all that I 
have been told to be the true Hnglish cro- 
quettes, They were simply pretty little meat 
turnovers, much smaller than a pastry. 

The round of paste on which the meat, 
ground to a paste, was put was cut a little 
larger than our largest baking powder biscuit. 
It was then dipped into egg and the finest 
vermicelli, broken into small pieces and fried. 

This use of vermicelli for the small meat 
turnover or so-called croquette is common. 1 
have seen it in many places. The y°:micellf is 
thoroughly browned and looks som hat like 
shredded cocoanut so treated. It is. more orna- 
mental than it is any addition from a food 
standpoint to 8 croquette. 

If I had time I might go from Bath. to the 
near-by Cheddar, the first home of the famous 
cheese of that name. 1 have said the first 
home, because it is estimated that but a small 
fraction of the cheese sold by that name comes 
from this place. Canada Py New Zealand 
make Canadian cheddars © New Zealand 


cheddars, but others who mot the type are. 


Some 
of our best large cheeses are called American, 
but the name should only be given to those 
which are light in color.

Many powders are made of rice flour, finely 
ground and scented to the taste. Rice is per- 
fectly pure and harmless as is French chalk— 
this, in fact, is not chalk at all, but a fine va- 
riety of soapstone obtained at Briancone, a vil 
lage in the French Alps; also in our own North 
Carolina. It does not injure the skin in the 
least, nor does it lose its color by secretions 
of the body nor by exposure to cold gases or 
sunlight, which cannot be said of some pow- 
ders that are on the market today. 

Talcum powders are made of tale, which is 
harmiess, as also is magnesia, but they are 
neither of them as delicate and wholesome as 
rice and arrow root. 

The powders that should be avoided are made 
of bismuth or zinc. I have seen a béautiful 
complexion made yellow, dry, and wrinkled by 
the use of bismuth. It is generally called pearl 
powder by druggists. Several forms of the min- 
eral are used in powders and liquide for 
whitening the skin, but they are both injuri- 
ous and unsafe. Being a mineral, bismuth is 
subject to changes by contact with sutphurous 
gases, and as many houses are equipped with 
coal fires and gas pipes, a fair woman may en- 
ter a room with a white pearly skin, ane in a 
few minutes turn to & gray, violet ‘or blue 
shade.

LIVERPOOL LOWER 


Large World’s Shipments and 
Increase in Visible Are 
Bear Influences. 


CORN FUTURES STRONGER 


Receipts Small in West and 
Shorts Are Good Buyers; 
Hog Products Steady. 


A slump in wheat prices at Liverpool gave 
the local market a bad break at the outset. 
Local traders loaded up Saturday on the war 
news, and nearly all of them dumped their 
wheat yesterday morning. Early prices 
were about 10 lower, but there was a rally 
later and net losses for the day were Ne. 
Commission houses supported the market 
on the decline, and after the first rush of 
selling there was not much selling pressure. 

While Liverpool was 1%@15d lower at the 
close, other foreign markets were not weak. 
There were advances of „le at Paris, %c 
at Antwerp, 1%cat Budapest. Berlin was un- 
changed. Liverpool was influenced by the 
big. world’s shipments, which were 15,088,000 
bu. On passage stocks increased 2,448,000 
bu. Total. world’s shipments were nearly 
5,000,000 bu larger than a year ago. 


Stocks Show Fair Gains. 

Considerable local selling was influenced 
by the substantial increase in the visible 
supply. All points showed a gain of 3,654,000 
bu, compared to 1,372,000 bu a yearago. The 
increase is not large in view of previous 
small increases and the enormous receipts, 
and the figures had only a temporary effect 
on values. The Canadian visible increased 
only 275,000 bu. Total Canadian stocks are 
16,369,000 bu, against 13,065,000 bu a year ago. 

Local stocks increased 440,000 bu, making 
the total 6,969,000 bu. Clearances were liberal 
at 668,009 bu, and there were substantial in- 
creases in stocks of wheat at New Orleans 
and Galveston. Duluth stocks did not in- 
crease as much as expected. Primary re- 
ceipts were 2,698,000 bu; last year, 1,140,000 
bu. Receipts here were 111 cars, with 107 
ears the estimate for today. 


Minneapolis Mills Busy. 


The cash demand was slow here, but good in the 
northwest. Minneapolis mills were active compet- 
ftors for the wheat offerings in that market and the 
tone was strong, premiums being 2@3c over Decem- 
ber for No. 1 northern blu stem. Duluth reported 
a relative advance compared to Chicago December 
of %c from Saturday for Duluth No. 1 northern. 
Local sales were 25,000 bu. Kansas City reported 
farmers having stopped selling and that receipts 
would be smaller after the present run was over. 

Northwest receipts were 1.970 cars, compared to 
081 cars a year ago. Lees favorable weather was 
predicted for the northwest, but conditions over 
Sunday were satisfactory. Sales to go to store 
were 210,000 bu. 


Slight Pressure on Corn. 

Gorn failed to show much weakness. At the out- 
get the break in wheat caused some selling, but of- 
ferings were well taken, and later the market 
showed considerable strength. Prices for the day 
were a shade to e higher. July was in partice- 
larly good demand. Sbearson-Hammill and Logan- 
Bryan were good buyers of the July. Local shorts 
were fair buyers. Predictions for rain or snow ever 
the belt, with the moderate volume of corn moving 
to market and the growing belief that prices had 
for the time being overdiscounted the new crop, 
conditions, made for a stronger market. 

The visible decreased 473,000 bu. Last year there 
was a loss of 334,000 bu. World's shipments were 
6,840,000 bu, stocks on passage decreasing 1,275,000 
bu. Argentine offers were firmer, but Liverpool 
was gd lower on the more favorable political out - 
look. Receipts here were 103 cars, with 166 cars 
inspected yesterday. Primary receipts were 400, - 
000, against 586,000 bu a year ugo. Cash prices 
were steady, with sales of 100,000 bw. 


Narrow Trade in Oats. 


Trade in oats was without much feature. Prices 
at the end of the session were unchanged to Yc off. 
Commission houses were sellers early, and later 
there was quite a little covering by shorts. Cash 
prices were without material change and there was 
but a moderate shipping demand, sales being 
200,000 bu, including 75.000 bu for export. Re- 
ceipts were 277 cars here with 1,352,000 bu in the 
west. A year ago primary receipts were 449,000 bu. 
The estimate for today was 486 cars. The vie’) ’- 
increased 1,022,000 bu, against a decrease of “4° 
bu a year ago. 

Hog products ruled steady in the face ei 
bad break in hog prices at the yards. es for 
hogs were 10c to 25c lower than on Saturday, the 
shipping demand being slow. Average weights 
last week showed a sharp dropping off and quality 
yesterday was poor. Receipts were 33,000, with 
21,000 for today. Shipments of product were heavy 
last week. Cash trade was reported good. West- 
ern hog receipts were 82,300, against 70,000 a year 
ago. Receipts of product here were 22 cars; ship- 
ments, Si cars. Liverpool prices were unchanged.
